Political Plans

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Gov. Or- 


val E.~ Faubus 
said today he 


"very likely" will announce his 
political plans over a statewide 
radio and television network Sat- 
urday night. 


Faubus told a news conference 


he had tentatively engaged a half 


pjhour between 7:30 and 8 p.m. 


The governor declined again to 


give any clue as to what his an- 
nouncement might be, but the 
method is a departure from his 
previous pre-campaign tactics. 


Always before Faubus has tim- 


ed his announcement for re-elec- 
tion to coincide with publication 
of weekly newspapers over the 
state. 


Several Capitol sources took to- 


0 day's announcement to mean Fau- 


bus has decided not to seek a 
fifth term. 


Faubus said he had tried to ar- 


range w'ith television and radio 
stations so that he would pay for, 
the broadcast if he announces for 
governor and get the time free as 
a public service if he declines to 
run. 


(Hc predicted there would be 
| "not less than 10 and maybe as 


many as a dozen and a half" can- 
didates for governor if he chooses 
Dot to run. 


"Whether all would stay in the 


•race to the end is problematical." 
Faubus said. "But it costs only 
$1,500 to enter and between $1,500 
and $30,000 to get a campaign 
launched and several local candi- 
dates could raise that much mou- 
cy."

Faubus \vas asked if his health 


would have any influence on his 
decision. 


He replied his health was fair 


and when pressed for elaboration, 
he said, "It could be better and 
it could be worse." 


Faubus said Saturday's broad- 


cast would originate in the stu- 
dios of KARK-TV in Little Rock.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Sen- 


ate goes back

schedule today after Southerners 
suddenly broke off their 10-day 
talkfcst against an antipoll tax 
amendment. 


Senate leaders now feel 
the 


amendment will sail through the 
Senate by the end of the week. 


The debate, which stopped com- 


mittee hearings and held up other 
legislation, ended late Monday. 
The Senate then agreed 2 lo 15 
to take up the minor bill—to 
make Alexander Hamilton's home 
a 
national monument—that will 


serve as the 
vehicle 
for the 


amendment. 


After the vole Senate Republi- 


can Leader Everett M. Dirkson 
of Illinois told newsmen he was 
confident the matter would be 
cleaned up this week with over- 
whelming passage of the amend- 
ment, 


Senate Democratic Loader Mike 


Mansfield of Montana ,said:ne was 
quite hopeful of the same out- 
come. One Southern senator said 
privately he felt the final vole 
would come by the end of this 
week. 


The Southerners had tied up 


almost all Senate business with 
their word war, but they folded 
late Monday without using all of 
the weapons at their command. 


Each senator was entitled to 


speak tsvice, but several South- 
erners did not bother to make 
their second speech, even though 
they oppose the poll tax ban. 


The sudden decision to end the 


speeches apparently meant the 
Southerners fighting the antipoll 
tax measure were convinced they 
had built up a satisfactory record 
of opposition with the voters in 
their home states. 


The 
proposed 
constitutional 


amendment would make It impos- 
sible for any state to impose a 
poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing in a federal election. Five 
states—Alabama, Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, Texas and Virginia—now 
have such a levy. 


In Monday's vote, 14 Southern- 


ers joined by Sen. ,1. J. Hickey, 
D-Wyo., opposed bringing up the 
Hamilton 
bill;

Some Points of 
Agreement Are 
Made on Berlin

GENEVA (AP)—U.S. Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
'myko announced in a joint state- 
ment today that their Geneva 
talks have uncovered some points 
of agreement as well as of dif- 
ferences over Berlin. 


It was understood from Ameri- 


can sources that one of the points 
of agreement is that neither sido 
wants to become involved in a 
war over Berlin. But neither side, 
it was reported, made a change- 
in major policy. 


The statement was issued just 


before Rusk and leading members 
of,the American delegation took a 
plane for Washington to report to 
President Kennedy that the Berlin 
dispute remains highly dangerous 
though unlikely to explode in the 
foreseeable future,
